THis work having been never before Printed in 
Greeks, and but very imperfe&ly in Latine, by 
Anton. Gogavinus of Graves,above a loo Years fince,when 
good skill in theGree^Tongue was more rare: our learned 
Profeflbr took it for a Task well agreeing with his Pro- 
vince, to give it us in a more perfect Edition. For which 
purpofe, he hath moft diligently compared the Manu- 
script Copies, for reftoring and perfecting theCree^Text. 
And ad joyned a new Latine Tranflation of the whole : 
together, with Notes ontheTeA-f. Therein rectifying 
many Miftakes of the Tranfcriiers 5 efpecially in the Num- 
bers 5 which ( by Calculation of the whole anew, accor- 
ding to the mind of Ptolemy , declared in the Text) he 
hath reftored totheir Integrity. 

This Work of Pftf/e^givesan Account of the Nature 
of Sounds in general, but efpecially of thofe which are 
Muficali as of the f e veral Sorts of Tones, and their Ra- 
tio's one to another 5 with other Particulars. Shewing 
alfb,how Harmony may be fitly compared to the Motions 
of the Humane Soul$ and thofe of Caleflial Bodys. And 
is the more confiderable, as being not only the beft of all 
the Greek.Muftciansi but as it alfo gives an Account of the 
reft 5 wherein they agreed, or difagreed, one with ano- 
ther; and upon what Principles. 

There is alfb added an Appendix, by the Doctor, Con- 
taining a brief Account of the Ancient Harmonich^s^ccox- 
ding to the different Se&s of the Authors, compared one 
with another 5 and with the Muftck^of this Age : Shewing

how and wherein the Creek Mufuh^ agreed or differed 
from ours 5 And how the feveral particulars thereo^are, 
for the moft part, retained in ours, but very differently 
cxprefled 5 and what in the one, anfwers to what in the 
other. There is herein, a fhort Colle&ion of all or moft 
of what occurs material, in the feveral Greek Authors on 
this Subje& 5 as well thofe Pubhflied by Meibomem^ as 
others yet remaining amongft us in Manufcript 5 all Me- 
thodically digefted, and brought into a Narrow Corn- 
jJafs> that the Reader may have at once a vie v/ of the Creek 
and Modern Mnfich^ compared together. A Work which 
we doubt not, will be very acceptable to thofe who are 
willing to look into the Speculative Part of Mujick- 

He hath nowalfo, in thePreftat London^ a Treatifeoi 
Algebra^ Hiftorical and Pradtical ; Shewing its Original 
and Progrefs in feveral Ages, and the feveral fteps where- 
by it hath advanced to the height at which now it is.

ly, Quarterly , and Yearly Bills, in 3 Tables; which he con- 
ceivs might be made an Excellent Inftrument of Govern- 
ment : And to that end pfopofeth them to the Confide- 
ration of Authority.

'He Learned Interpreter doth conjecture, That Go- 
dartius had no defignof Publilhing his Papers of 
sHTs \ Subject h but only to gratify hb Pliancy, and the Ex- 
cellent Skill he had in Limning. As appears from his almoft 
total neglect of Defriptions % which he had fufficient op- 
portunity to have well performed:3eftdes the tumultuous 
Order in which they were firft Publifhed, after his Death, 
So that he feems rather to have diverted himfelf by con- 
verfing with ihcfe Animals^ (which he did for 40 Years) 
than to have given himfelf the trouble of well underftan- 

ding them. 

And yet after all this (Taith Mr. lifter) we dial 1 find 
him everywhere, very jult and true in his obfervations. 
That all the Infects he writes of,he moft induftrioufly/^, 
and brought up to their Change^ which is more than any 
Man ever did before him. And though theHiftorys he hath 
given, may feem but few, for fo long a time 5 yet in thefe 
few, we have fomething of all the Get?ms of Infers that 
are in Nature. 

He left his Papers in Dutch} which were fevcral Times 
put forth in Latins by divers Interpreters 3 but thofe 
wholy ignorant in Natural Hiftory 3 and their Comments 
altogether impertinent to the Explication of any one Hi- 
jiory oiGodartius. Which therefore,in this Translation are 
all omitted ; and many Curious and Luciferous Remarque* 
fubjoyned to the Authors Text. Which is here alfo re- 
duced to a Method more agreeable to the feveral Tribes 
of Infeffs. Whereby thofe 5 who have leifure, may be put 
into a ready way ofpurfuing this Part o£ Natural Bi ft or y.

R. Sturmius.Mathem. Profeflbr at Altorfi the Au- 

thor of this Letter, herein firft takes notice of the 

feveral fteps by which the Doctrine of the Magnet, hath 
been advanced to its prefent State. That its Power of at- 
tracing Iron, hath been taken notice of beyond all h*» 
fiory. But that its verticity to the Voles, was firft obierved 
about 4C0 years fincc by our Countryman Roger Bacon, 
That it gives the fame vertue to Steel, { whence the In- 
vention of the Needle between 300 and ago years 
fincej) by the Italians. The various Delineation of the 
Needle from the Meridianm variousPlacesiby Sebastianus. 
CmoUku i he Inclination hereof to the nearer Pole, by 
our Countryman Robert Norman. And that within thefe 
few Years, the Variation of the Declination, and that in 
one and the fame place,hath aJfo been taken notice of by 
Mr.Hevelius, Aazout.Fetit.Volckamer^wlothcxs. 

Upon confideration whereof, and for that it feemsby 
the Observations mentioned, that the faid Variation be- 
ing regular] ymade, depends not, according to the Con- 
jecture of Des-Cartes^uponthe Earth,its being more Irony 
or Magttetici'in fome places, than in others 5. nor upon any 
other irregular Caufe : he here Incites the Ingenious in 
all Countrys, to give their joynt afiiftance, for the bring- 
ing this Point to a certainty. From whence we may rea- 
touablyexpecl:, amongft other particulars,great Imorovc- 
ments in thefe two, Navigation and Gecorapfo., * 
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For thispurpofejhe wifties,That the Observations may 
be made every where about the fame time, efpecially, 
about the Equinoxes and the Summer Soljlice. That the 
Meridian line be taken by Azimouths , as one of the beft 
ways. That every Obfervation be made atleaftwithtwo 
Heedles 5 and that thefe Needles be neither too little, nor 
too great 5 he having frequently experienced thedeceit- 
rulnefsofboth extremes. Concluding with a Caution } that 
the Obfejvations be made upon an exact level.
